In our opinion, we saw a demonstration Tuesday in 


the Arkansas House of Representatives of the tremendous 
power and influence exerted by W. fc. Stephens and his 
associates. 


The resolution introduced by Representative Hardy 


Croxton of Benton County calling for the House Public 
Service Corporaion Committee to investigate rate*making 
policies of the Public Service Commission and the owner- 


^.ship of utility stock by state officials and employees was 


kicked around to avert a vote on the Croxton resolution 
and finally referred to the Rules Committee. Representa- 
tive Carroll Hollensworth of Bradley County claimed the 
resolution should have gone to that committee claiming 
that this was required by the national House of Repre- 
sentatives but no statement was ever made as to when, 
if ever, the Arkansas House of Representatives adopted 
the rules of the national House. We believe many people 
doubt very much if the resolution will ever get out of that 
^ committee. 
* 
We can see no reason why the Arkansas Louisiana 


Gas Company, or any other public utility, should object 
to a legislative investigation of their operations, provided 
they think their operations have been thoroughly proper 
and legitimate and not against the public interest. 


However, Representative Croxton seems to be a sin- 


cere, honest and earnest member of the House and we 
doubt very much if he will be satisfied to let the matter 
of the resolution stand where it is now. 


Probably there is some difference of opinion as to 


. whether it is proper for state officials and employees to 


own stock in utility companies but it is our opinion that 
it can well be very much against the interest of the public 
and can hardly fail to tend to affect their maintaining a 
neutral and objective interest in matters which come 
before them. 


Very possibly a resolution similar to the Croxton 


, resolution may be introduced in the Senate and, if so, it 


will be interesting to see what action is taken upon it and 
what success the efforts to block achieve. Certainly, it is 
to be expected that if a similar resolution is introduced 
in the Senate, the same determined effort will be made 
to have it sidetracked.

frantic efforls lo flee the fire. 


Women, their hair, and clothes 


blazing, piled from

onto fire escapes. 


One fire escape,

trapping the women 
against

building. 


Raymond Washington, 47, who 


slid down a drain pipe from the 
third floor, said, "I looked up, and 
there 
was 
this 
fire 
escape 


jammed. 


"1 fell, awfully helpless. I felt 


I ought to do something, 
but I 


just couldn't do anything. There 
was nothing I could do," A few 
minutes later 
someone knocked 


out a pin with a hammer and the 
"ire 
escape came down. 


Fireman James Curry, one of 


ihe first up the fire escape, said 
live women 
jammed up on 
its 


fourth-floor landing, 


'Their clothing was on fire and 


they were screaming," he 
said,
